SUNDAY-SCHOOL
LESSON FOR AUGUST 3

THE TABERNACLE
: Exod., x1:1-13.

CONTEXT—Before beglnning the study
of our lesson one should read with more
than ordinary ciare the last fifteon ehap-
tars of Exodus. ‘The context ks ulways
fmportant In every passage of Scripture
or other literature, but here it fs indlu-
pensable, The few verses before ug taken
out of thelr setting cun have little mean-
fng to any mind and might as well bhe
cast aside unless the direction made s
followed. But In thelr rightful relation
a5 part of a continuops niarrative they
may be Instructive. It will appear upon
this reading as suggeated that our gen-
eral tople Is ton comprehensive. We have
not really a lesson upon the tabernacle,
but rather upon its erection and con-
gecration. But for the sake of fuller and
clearer view we shall treat the subject
more extonsively than these thirteen
verses might require.  The Importiance
of the theme Is sufficlént warrant for
such course.

HISTORY.—Aftor lhn dellvery of the
first group of laws to 1svael and the pop-
ular ratification of the covenant JMoses
wag called again Into the mount to mest
God. There ho was Instructed to maka
& sanctuary, a dwelling place for the Al-
mighty (Ex. xxv:8). For this purposo
the people were directed to present & free-
will offering of gold, silver, bhrass, fine
linen, goat's halr, ram’'s skins, badger's
skins, shittim wond,oll splees and pre-
clous stones. Bome of these materinls
were brought from Egypt, and some were
obtalned in the wildernesa since the ex-
odus. God so gave full directions con-
ecerning the structure und Its furniture
was to be called the tabernacle of the
congregation, distinguishing from the
tent which had been the headguarters
(Ex. xxxiil:R), Moreover. the tabernacle
of the congregation and Its severnl paris
were represented pletorially to Maoses
(BEx. xxvi8). God Indicated the men who
should be the architects, Bezaleel of
Judah and Ahollab of Dun, upon whom
the spirit of God rested (Ex. xxxi:2, 4, .
The work was Interrupted hy the worship
of the golden calf, but after the punish-
ment of the offenders and the restoration
of the people to the Divine favor, Il wis
resumed and pushed forward to comples
tion. It is Impossible for us to determina
precisely how much time was occupied
in the construction,

DEBCRIPTION.—The tabernacle proper
wias an oblong rectangular stracture, 30
cubits (20 inches to a cubit) long by 10
eubits in breadth, It was huilt of shittem
wood boards 10 cubits long sjanding erect
in ¢lose contact with each other and fas-
tened together. 1t wus eovered with
four sets of curtain—one of tine twined
linen ornamented with cherublm of cun-
ning work, one of gont's halr, ono of
yam's skin and one of badger's skin.
These curtalng were spread from slde to
wide elevated at the top to form a rldge,
The tabernacle was divided Inin two

rts—the Holy Place and the Holy af

olles, separated by a vell, the former
twice the size of the lattor. ‘There was
but one plece of furnituve In the Holy of
Holles, the ark of the covenanl, a small
ehest overlald within nnd without with
gold, On the upper side of the ark was
the mercy seat supporting twn cherubim,
pne on each end, regarded us the sym-
polic throne of the Divine presence. be-
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fore which the high priest pppeared on
the great day of atonement, The grand
purposge of the ark was to contaln Invio-
Inte the Divine autograph of the two
tables of stonn on which was written the
Jaw of tod, the most sacred thing of the
Levitieal depensation. In the Holy Plaea
was the altar of Incense, thhle of show
bread, and the golden candlentick, de-
geribed In Exodus xxvi, xxxiv, and xxxv,
Around the tabernacle was a court, apen
to the sky, & paralielogram, 1 ocubits
long and 50 cubits hroad. This court was
enclosad with curtaine that were hung
upon A saries of plllars of accacia, which
were five cubits in helght held upright
by cvords and pins, The furniture of the
eourt conelsgted of the altar of hurnt of-
fering, used for sacrifices, and tha laver
of brass contnining water for the priesis
tn wash their hands and feet before of-
fering sncrifice,

ERECTION.—We now come (o the first
part of our lesson proper, the setting up
of the tnberniele (verges 1 to 8). Thia
wus done on the Arst day of the first
month at the command of God, about
one yonr after leaving Fgypt. The Intens
tion was to prepare for the passover
which wag ecelebrated on the fifteenth
dny (lx. xIi:18), The tabernncle was
mude the center of the camp. The mul-
titude of Iwrael grouped avound It In
fixed arder acceording to tribal rank, Bee
Numbers, sccond chapter, On the east
wore Judah, Zebulum nand lssacher; on
the west, Ephralm, Manasseh and Benja-
min; on the south, Reuben, Simeon and
Gad, on the north, Dan, Agher and
Naphtall, Thus the sanctuary of God he-
came the rallying polnt of Tarael. Our
leseon glves the order In which the parts
were Lo he set up, not only for the firat
timo, but every time the camp was
formed. ‘Thiz order was not only a mat-
ter of convenlence, but of Instruction as
wall—=the tiahernncle proper, the ark of
testimony, the tabla of ahow bread, tha
candlestick whose lamps should be light-
od, the altar of Incense, the altar of bhurnt
offering, the laver, and then the outer
couprt. Here were cight distinet and reg-
ular acte of construction, to he done with
fdue reverence and care always In obed-
lenee to the Divine word (I Cor, xiviiih,
It wag intended that by this prescribed,
uniform and oft-repeated method the
places of religloi worship should he eu-
tublighed in order and that those who
had to do with them should know that
not thelr pleasure but God's will should
determine every form.,

CONSECRATION.—(Verges 0-12), The
conatruction and erection of the taber-
nicle wasg mechanieal. When performed
ufter the Divine directlon, every minute
detall being followed, It would seem to
be, ut eompletion a purely human prod-
uet, SBamething must he done to give
annetity to the place, and to awaken rev-
erence for it in the minds of the people.
That wns effected by what we would
term R dedication, first of the tabernacla
and next of the men who were appainted
to minl<ter there. This waz done by
Moses in a very simple ceremony., He
touched every part with the ofl of une-
tlon, n eompound of ollve oll and splces
which he had heen directed tn make ac-
cording to a glven prescviption, and

whirh it was a erime to compound or
employ for any other than sacred uses
(Exod., xxx:-25), Ollve oll anawered

three purposes In domestic life, It was
uaed as bulter Is with us; It lluminaled
dwellings; It supplied an agresahle un-
guent for the skin. In correspondence
with these three uses it served as an ex-
cellent religinus symhbal. The same ofl
wis applied to Aaron and his sons after
they were washed in the laver. They
wore the clad in thelr priestly garments,
made  after the divections of the Al-
mighty. Al} this ceremony set the places
and pergons apart a8 holy or sacred, re-
moving them forever from the common
or secular,

BIGNIFICANCE.—There was a purpose
ifn all this which every student must
seck for himsellf, the chief points of
which may be set forth In n series of
statements. 1. 1t helped to make the
transition from the worship of Egypl
with which the Israelites had been ac-
aquainted to the worship of Jehovah,
Mnany ohjects and forms of Egyvplinn wor-
ship were rotnined and given a new
meaning. The people were not prepatved
for a sudden change, 2 "The tabernacle
symbolized the truths of the Masale reve-
lation, to an extent which cannot here ba
fully stuted. ‘I'he unity of God (monothe-
Ismi. a doctrine received from Abraliam,
and the personnlity and spirituality of
Fod, wre especindiy prominent. % The
tabernacle was the pattern of the temple,
hullt by Solemon at Jerusalem, which
in its permuanent form boeame the great
central plitee of natlonal worship. 4,
The tubernunele typlfied the truths of
Chrigtianity. ‘I'his is clearly shown by
the author of the opistle to the Ha-
brows, and many modern scholars have
get forth the lustrative power of this
anclent sanctunry.  See Professor At-
water's excellent treatise on “The Tah-
ornacle,” In which he traces the avm-
bolism of enlor, form and number, and In-
terprets every article of furniture and
of apparel of the priests. 6 Without
doubt the tabernacle exhibited the king-
dom of God, not only in the stage of de.
velopment In which it then exlsted, but
as it was destined to pass into higher
stuges. Jesus appears to have had this
thought In mind (John W:21), Hence. the
tubernancle s Importaunt to the Christian

#s an aid in Interpreting the New Tes-'

CONUCLUBION.—). We see how wisely
and gently God dealt with people in thelr
Ignorance anft weakness, Just delivered
from FEgyplt the lsruelites were not pre-
pored for the elevating truths of R pure
monathelsm, and forms and ceremoniea
were introduced that should help them,
gradually elevating and educating them
for a bettep system. 2 We see how re-
lglous Interests are progressive,  ‘I'hat
which Is instituted In one age, while im-
perfect, nevertheless preparea for that
which must come after. The tabernacle
preceded the temple and that the church,
and each successive period gathers up
what s good of preceding times and in-
stitutions. @ When sny clearly defined
form op institute |s established by Divine
authority men ought to ahserve and pro-
serve |t, for the purpose for which It wus
oviginally Intended, that thereby God's
work may advance and His plun unfold
and mature.

MARTYRDOM OF LAFRENIERE AND HIS ASSOCIATES AT NEW ORLEANS.
O’REILLY INVITES THEM TO DINNER AND AFTERWARD CAUSES THEIR EX-
O'REILLY’'S DECREE AS PRESIDENT OF THE COURT = = =

HE NEWS of the arrival of the
Spanish fleet at the mouth of
the Mlsslssippl river came 'on
the morning of July 24th, 1769,
Captaln Marquls, who had been

mitde commander_ in chief when the in-

surgents occupled New Orleans and
drove out Ullon In October the year
hefore, went to the market place in

New Orleans with Petlt and others of

hisg  friends to marshal the people
agalnst the Spaniards. They put on
the French cockade and appealed 1o

the hatred felt for Spaln, but all thely
cloquence could collect only a hundred
men, though Petit drew his pistols and
declared he was ready to shoot any one
who deserted the couse,

Finding their appeals hopeless, the
leaders of the revolution went to Gov-
cernor Aubry, who offered them no hope
except In complete submission to the
Spaninrds, He told them that the kKing
of Spain could not possibly come with
the intention of making war on the
eonlony or of terrovizing It and he proms-
Ised to use his good offices with Count
O'Reilly In favor of a general amnesty,
Acting on such representations, l.a-
frenfore, Marquis and Milhet, ns repre=
gentatives of the revolutlonlsts, accoms-
panled Aubry's own representatives Lo
O'Reflly's Nagship at the mouth of the
river, where they were recelved with
the utmost courtesy and apparent
friendship. After an anddress in which
Lafreniere nssured him that the orders
of the King of Spaln would be aufll-
clent to put him In complete possession
of the volony, O'Rellly entertained them
At dinner and “treated them with the
most delieate politeness” and “the ut-
most sauvity of manner,”

As soon ag he had landed his army

at New Orleans, however, and taken
full possessglon, he orvdered thelr ars
rest and after o summary trial sen-

tenced all those who had baen promi-
nent in the revolution elther to death
or imprisonment and banishment with
the contizeation of thelr property, Cajp-
taln Villave, who had commanded the
German colonistg durving the insgrrec-
tion, hid been bayvoneted In a struggle
with his Spanish guards, but he wus
trdled and condemned to “infamy” with
the pest,

The sentence which O'Reilly, as
pregident of the court decloved on Ocs
tober 24th, 1768, was as follows:

“In the ceiminal trial, Instituted by
the order of the King Our Soverelgn to
discover and punigh the chiefs and au-
thors of the consplracy which biroke
out In this colony on the 26th of G-
toher of the last year (1785), aguinst
It# governor, Don Antanio d¢ Ulloa, all
the grounds of the accusation having
heen substantially investigated accord-
Ing to Jdue forms of law between the
partles—on the one side Don Fellx del
ey, a practicing advocate before the
courts of San Domingo and of Mexivo,
here geting In his *-Apu-'liy of attorney
general appointed by me for the King
according to the royal authority vested
in me—and on the other Nicholas
Lafgentere, ex-satiorney
for the King of France and
moember of the Superior Couns

declare and 1 do decree In conformity
with the same laws that the property
of every one of the accused be con-
fiscated to the profit of the Kking's
treasury; and judging definitely, 1 pro-
nounce this judgment with the advice
of Doctor Manuel Jose de Urrutls, au-
ditor of war and of the navy for the
harbor and city of Havana and special
assessor named by me under royal au-
thority for thls cause; and hils fees as
well us those of the officers employed In
the trlal shall be pald out of the con-
fiscated property In the manner pre=
seribed by law.
(Signed) “Alexander O'Reilly.
(Countersigned) »
“Manuel Jose De Urrutia."

When this sentence was announced
the people of New Orleans made strong
but fruitless appeals far mercy for tha
condemned. The “common hangman'
refused to carry out the sentence, and
#8 no other hangman could be obtained,
O'Rellly changed the sentence from the
gallows to the fusilade. Noyan was a
voung man who had only recently been
married, and the appeals In his behalf
were s0 strong that It was proposed to
allow him to escape, but it is sald that
he retused and declared he would dis
with his friends, On October 25th La-
frenlere, Neyan and Milhet were acs
cordingly shot to death in the Placas
des Armes by a fAle of Bpanlsh grena-
dlers after thelr gentence had been
procluimed by the town crier. Nasan
was sent to Havana and imprisoned in
Moro castle, and the sentences Inflicted

on the others were carried  out by
O'Rellly, though Nasan, Jean Mlilhe,
Doucet, Bolsblane, Poupet and Peut

were afterwards pardoned by the king
of Spain, The treacherous Foucault,
who appealed to the king of France on
the ground that he had acted through-
out as his officer, was sent to Paris,
where he was thrown into the Bastllle.

S0 ended the first revolution—exespt
that the day following the execution
of Lafrenlere and his friends the Spans
ish authorities assembled the troops
once more In the market place and
ciuused to be burned by *the common
hangman' all the documents relating
to the rvepuldle and all the protesta
which had been adopted against Bpans
ish authority--among the rest, the
declaration in which Lafrenlere had as-
serted that “without liberty there are
few  wirtues," and that “despotism
breeds pusillanimity and deepens the
abyss of vices'
